Iotriorx, Chilli, via Galveston, June 4.—The 
steamship Btata arrived here from Tocopilla 
and has been delivered over to the American 
war ships now here.

ALL ARMS SURRENDERED. 

The Etata has handed over all the arms she 
took from San Diego, consisting of 5,000 rifies. 
THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 4.—There can 
be little doubt thet the Navy Department has 
received some assurance of the surrender of 
the Etata, but the officialsthere will not say 
so. Stillit can be stated that Admiral Mc- 
Cann is expected to send the Etata back to 
the United States, propably under convoy of 
one of the cruisers, as soon as she can coal 
and prepare for the return trip. She 
will be delieered tothe United States Court 
officers at San Diego and the

THE ETATA’S OFFENSE. 


SEIZED FOR VIOLATING THE NEUTRALITY LAWS 
—ESCAPE AND PURSUIT. 

The Chilian steamer Etata was seized by 
Marshal Gord on May 6. She had been near 
San Diego taking on supplies, and while 
she was receiving cattle and sheep and 
provisions two vessels were hovering 
about the harbor, evidently waiting for 
her to recetve supplies from her. One of them 
was thought to be the schooner Robert and 
Minnie, which was loaded with arms and am- 
munition to be transferred to the Etata, 
which was to take them to the insurgents at 
Chili. Marshal Gord recefved orders from 
Secretary Blaine to seize both vessels 
if they were found within the 
three-mile limit, and Marshal Gord and Col- 
lector Berry went outin different tugs for 
that purpose. The Etata was arrested and 
Capt. Mousune taken ashore. He was per- 
mitted to return to this vessel, as 
it was not 
attempt to escape. Deputy Marshal

ship and though there were: 
would attempt to éscape, it was not believed 
that any immediate action wascontemplated, 
but at 5:30 o' clock the Etata quietly lifted her 
anchor and safled away. She carried Spauid- 
ing with her but he was afterward put ashore 
at Ballast Point. 

Marshal Gord, unaware of any intention on 
the part of the Etata’s officer to violate his 
arrest, had gone to sea in dis launch, Tia 
Juana, just an hour before the steamer 
sailed. His mission was to capture 
the Robert and Minnie, as his instructions 
were to take her anywhere that she might be 
found outside of Mexican waters. When he 
returned he learned of the Etata’s escape. 
At4o’clock next morning he went out again 
after the Robert and Minnie and came near 
enough to her to read her name, painted on 
the vessel, but she escaped into Mexican 
waters. 


ACTION OF THE CABINET. 

The Cabinet discussed the escape and took 
some time to determine the legal status of 
the Etata—whether she could be ar- 
rested as a pirate, But finally the 
conclusion was reached that such a course 
was out of the question, while there was no 
doubt of the right of the United States Gov- 
ernment to arrest her for violating the

THE SURRENDER ANTICIPATED. 


YESTERDAY'S NEWS FROM IQUIQUE—REJOICING 
OVER THE ETATA’S ESCAPE. 

New York, June 4.—The Herald prints the 
following special from Iquique, Chili, dated 
yesterday: 

The excitement and the rejoicing recently 
caused here by the news thatthe United 
States steamer Charleston had arrived at 
Callao, Peru, without having as much as 
caught sight of the insurgent transport 
Etata, were as nothing compared to the sen- 
sation and enthusiasm created to-day when 
word was recelved that the Etata haa arrived 
at Tocopilla. Immediately upon hearing this 
welcome intelligence the insurgent authori- 
ties sent back orders to the commander of 
the Etata to lose no time in coming on to this 
port. It is, therefore, believed that the 
Etata will arrive here to-morrow. An ova- 
tion awaits her, her Captain and her crew. 
The pursuit of the transport by the cruiser 
Charieston has been naturally followed with 
the keenest interest by the inhabitants of 
this town. The dispatch of the Etata’s com- 
mander was very brief. 

We shali have to await her arrival here to 
learn the details of her famous run from San 
Diego, Cal. I am informed, however, that 
the commander of the Etata reports that he 
did not see any trace of his pursuer. It is 
generally believed that the Etata made a 
transfer of herarms and ammunition to the 
Esmeraida off the Mexican coast. While this 
rumor prevails it lacks confirmation. Noth- 
ing, apparentiy, is said about it in the report 
the Etata’s captain to his superiors. It ts 
not thought likely, however, that the insur- 
gents would order the Stata here u ne had 
the arms and amunition still on board. It 
may be that she has already discharged her 
cargo at Tocopilla. 

PROBABLE SURRENDER. 

At any rate, if she has got rid of it m any 
way by transfer to the Esmeralda or by land- 
ing it on the Chilian coast, it may be that 
her being ordered here is in accordance with 
the report already sent out that the insur- 
gents intend toturn her overto the United 
States Government in order that the question 
of violation of neutrality laws may be fully 
tested inthe Federal courts of the United 
States. Whatever action fs taken the skill of 
the Etata’s commander in reaching here in 
safety, despite the great efforts put forth by 
the United States Government to capture 
her on the high seas, is the subject of praise 
on every hand. Tocopilla isa little over one 
hundred miles south of Iquique, and is in 
the northwestern part of the province of 
Atacama. A few miles southeast of Toco- 
pilla is Cobija, with a population of some 

5,000 inhabitants, and some eighty miles 
south is Antofagasta. Cobijais a railway 
terminus. All around Tocopilla are desert 
plains and arid hills. It is just the spot 
forthe wide-awake captain of the Etata to 
run in his vessel. The nearness of Cobija 
would enable him to reach an important 
railroad center if necessary. while in the 
small port of Tocopilla no one would expect 
to ind the Etata. It would seem that the 
Etata’s commander was fully ap- 
prised from some source, doubtless the 
Esmeralda, as already reported, that a sharp 
chase after the Etata was being maintained 
and that it was best to make for some small 
portin the insurgent territory and to steer 
clear of Iquique, where the United States 
cruisers were collecting. The captain of the 
transport, threfore, has come as near to the 
danger line at Tocopilla as he deemed it safe 
todo. Now that his superiors have ordered 
him to return, all is taken off 
his shouldérs. Itis not he who surrenders 
his ship, ifit is tobe surrendered, but the 
insurgent authorities. Tocopma is about

A Big Firm at Nashville, Tenn., Fall 
Due toe Grip. 

NaSHVILLE, Tenn., June 4.—The Connell- 
Hall-McLester Co., ome of the largest whole- 
sale dry goods ar“ shoefirmsin the South, 
made an assignment this morning to the 
Nashville Trust Co. The past year the firm 
has done an enormous business, am ting to 
more than $1,000,000. During the extremely 
hard season their collections have averaged 
about $3,000 dally. Their troubles arose from 
overstocking and an attempt to do a larger 
business than their capital would permit, 
and credits contracted during prosperous 
times and inability to procure an extension 
of their paper. Their liabilities are $464,000, 
assets $718,000, leaving a balance of $254,000 in 
favor of the firm, With the excep- 
tion of $8,000 due local banks, their 
creditors are in New York and Boston. 
Recent faflures in Boston is given as a reason 
for their inability for an extension of paper. 
Officers of the company are confident that all 
obligations to creditors will be met speedily, 
and that they will lose nothing, and hope to 
resume in a short while, as their assets are 
abundgnt and creditors safe. Meanwhile, 
the house will not be closed, but will continue 
under the supervision ofthe Trust company.

ELECTRIC EXECUTION. 
THE PRUSSIAN GOVERNMEST INQUIRING INTO 
THE AMERICAN METHOD. 

BERLIN, June 4.—The Prussian Minister of 
Justice, Dr. Schelling, is interested in the 
hew American method of execution by elec- 
tricity, and has caused instructions to be sent 
for as to the methods of working so far as 
obtainable. Many Prussians are inclined to 
consider the operation too barbarous, and in 
consequence of this the sentiment is unfavor- 
able to the electric execution. Reindell, the 
headsman, bas been making personal in- 
quiry on the subject of electric death, 
whether for official reasons orto satisfy his 
own curiosity, isnot known. The conserva- 
tive element in Germany is very strong, and 
there is little probability of such a serious 
change in the criminallaws as to do away 
with the existing form of the death penalty. 


AN EXPERT FORGER. 


INSPECTOR BYRNES’ MEN ARREST A BRILLIANT 
BUT LAW-BREAKING JOURNALIS#T. 

New YorK, June 4.—A young man who has 
been known in different parts of the country 
as E. Allain, Kismet, W. H. Bobb, Ernest Al- 
lain Chetriton, son of Sir Allain Chetriton, and 
E. A. Cameron, spent last night in one of the 
cells at the Central Detective Office Bureau. 
He has usually appeared in the capacity of a 
newspaper man, and has written for New 
York papers. Heis English and appears to 
have some right to use the name of Cheiri- 
ton, is good looking, a smooth talker and an 
expert in forgery and deception. He was 
educated at the Norwich High School, En- 
gland, and afterwards became a newspaper 
man of marked ability, making a record while 
in the ‘employ of a New York paper. In 
1889 he went to Denver and was engaged 
on the staff ofthe Republican, and about the 
same time he invented the Anglo-American 
Bank of Jaurez, Mexico, and had drafts and 
letter-heads engraved which made T. Ward 
cashier. He induced men to fill out these 
drafts on various excuses and would then 
cash them. In this manner it is estimated 
that he secured a total of from $10,000 to

BARBAROUS CRUELTY. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 4.—Three young 
men, whose names are unknown, have been 
arrested at Waldo, twenty-five miles from 
Sheboygan, onthe charge of having caused 
the death of 14-year-old Fred Keepwood near 
Cascade, and the Coroner has gone to inves- 
tigate. The story of barbarous crueity 
practiced upon the boy is Borrible in the ex- 
treme. It seems some men were washing 
sheep in a mill dam when the boy came 
along. The latter offered young Keepwood a 
drink of liquor, which the latter refused. 
They seized him and compelled him to drink 
of the stuff. He eluded his persecutors, but 
was recaptured and thrown into the mi- 
pond. The boy crawled out into the woods 
and died from exposure.

The recent boulevard bill passed by our Legislature 
pe the city the right to establish boulevards, and

They are made quite 
a feature ofthe attractions of other cities 
this country. The making of a bouleva 
highway, from its intersection 
Florissant avenue clear down 
southern terminus at Chippewa street.

to Grand avenne; thence south on Grand avenue to 
(arondelet, should be attended to first. This would 
make a grand drive through the western part of the 
city of about ten miles, which can be extended to 
Jefferson Barracks, a distance of three miles further. 
Several of the east and west streets should be made 
boulevards also, namely, Lindell avenue, Forest 
Park boulevard. and possibly otuers. 

NECESSITY FOR SEWER EXTENSION. 

I wish to call attention te the very urgent necessity 
of the rapid extension of our sewer system in the 
West End. The laying out of new streets has been 
going on for several years, and the water service has 

een entered in this territory away in advance of the 
— ating city sewers. Numerous private sewers 

ave been laid allover this district and discharged 
into open drains. If this condition of -affairs 
be not speedily remedied. 
is not far distant when 
an epidemic of zymotac diseases, The territory is 
being built up so rapidly, withthe consequent accu- 
mulation of sewage matter, that no other result can 
be expected if the sewers are not built to carrvit 
off. For the next year or two present 
streets in this territory will, with a few ad- 
ditions, answer all purposes, but the sewers are 
sadly needed and should be built, even if we have to 
sacrifice other improvements. A large appropriation 
should be made at once of from two to three hundred 
thousand dollars to extend the public sewers and the 
proper sewer districts established, the work put un- 
der contract and to be finished certainly not later 

tban Jan 1, 1892.

Insurgent supply ship, decided to steam at 
once to Valparaiso and attack the three Gov- 
ernment vessels before they could be 
repaired. The  Magallanese, under 
the cover of darkness, steamed up 
along side the Aldea and fired a broadside 
which completely riddled the torpedo boat, 
dismounted nearly all of her rapid firing guns 
and killed and wounded fully half her 
crew. The Magallanese steamed quickly 
for the Lynch, but the crew of the latter 
were alert. They returned the Magallanese 


fire and attempted to launch a torpedo, but 


failed. The Condell had steamed outside the 
Magallanese and began firing, subjecting 
the latter to the fire from both government 
ships, killing and wounding forty of the Ma- 
gallanese crew. The latter under cover of 
the smoke began to move astern and before 
the fact was discovered the two Government 
ships were pouring broadsides into each 
other, ‘The trick was not discovered until the 
Magallanese steamed across the stern 
of the Condell and had poured 
ina broadside which nearly destroyed the 
latter. In the meantime the forts could not 
fire owing to the fear of hitting the Govern- 
ment ships. When the Magallanese began to 
steam out of the harbor the forts opened 
their fire, but one shell struck the rebel 
cruiser which tore a big hole in her deck and 
dismounted her pivot gun. She then pro- 
ceeded to Calder. Over 100 men were 
killed in the engagement, fully 
one-half of whom were on board 
the Magallanese. The Condell had 
td run on the beach to prevent sinking, while 
the Aldea was so badly damaged it will re- 
quire alongtime to repairher. The Lynch 
was not seriously damaged. Three foreign 
war vessels were in the harbor at the time of 
the engagement.

Small Dealers Had No Chance. 


The Supply Commissioner yesterday re- 
ceived and opened bids for the annual coal 
contracts for the city. There was a long list 
of bidders, but the small dealers had no 
chance whatever. Two companies, the Con- 
solidated and the Consumers’, took the bulk 
of the business and divided it between 
them. The Consolidated company gets 
all of the city institutions around the center 
of the city, including the City Hall, Four 
Courts, hospital, harbor boat and so on. The 
Consumers’ Company gets the rest,except the 
coke,which goes to Devoy & Feuerborn,and a 
few tons of Big Muddy and anthracite, which 
small bidders get. 

The two big concerns get about $40,000 
worth of business between them. To all ap- 
pearances the Dids, or rather the con- 
tracts, will be in the hands of 
those whose names appear, but such 
it is understood is not the case. The little 
‘‘arrangement’’ made by the Consolidated 
company a month or more ago gets in its first 
tally. The Consolidated company handles 
no retail business, but does all of its wagon 
delivery through agencies or by means of 
those dealers who bought the Consolidated 
company’s local yards. The natural result of 
this is that Devoy & Feuerborn get the bulk 
ofthe city contracts and have practically 
shut out the small dealers, just as these same 
dealers feared when they learned of the plans 
of the Consolidated. 


Letting of the City Printing. 

The City Register is having published dally 
an advertisement calling for bids for the 
yearly contract for city printing. The bids 
are to be opened at theofficeof the City 
Register, Friday, June 12, at 12 0’clock, noon. 
One portion of the advertisement reads as 
follows: 

Said bids must propose to do the printin 
vertising required by law or ordinance to 
the newspapers, including Mullanph 
and Collector's office, at a uniform ce per agate 
line, in columns of thirteen ems pica width, as per 
sample of printing, as may be shown at Register’s 
office, and must be accompanied with affidavits of 
said publishers that the uniform daily circulation of 
their respective newspapers is over ee thousand 
3,000) copies. 

There are in this part ofthe specifications 
the identical words which caused the rejec- 
tion of the last cantract or rather the last set 
of bids. The specification says at a uni- 
form price per agate line, the columns of 
thirteen ems pica width.“ 

When the bids were opened about a week 
ago the lowest bidder put ina bid at the rate 
of 2tz cents per line. The price was too low 
for any decent profit and the bidders 
did not want the contract at that 
price, so they set about impress- 
ing upon the Oouncil, which confirms 
the contracts, that the specifications were 
such as to bar outall other papers, and were 
therefore unfair. The point was made that 
thirteen ems width was wider than the col- 
ums of the Chronicle, and narrower than those 
of the Post-DisPaTcH, Globe-Democrat and 
others. So the Council threw out the whole 
batch of bids and calied for another letting, 
which is now deing advertised in 
due form only that the same op- 
portunity is left for dissatisfied 
bidders to crawfish out. That the specifica- 
tions are faulty there is no doubt but the fault 
does not lie entirely With those who drew 
them up. 

City Counselor Marshall said: I drew up 
those specifications and do not see how I 
could fix them differently. The trouble all 
lies in the original provisions under which we 
must proceed and as these cannot be 
changed except by charter amendment I 
don’t see what we can do. I was informed 
after Giligent inquiry that a standard news- 
pa per column was thirteen ems pica width 
and put it so in the ordinance. If I should 
put it thirteen and a half or twelve the same 
objection could be raisedagain, I really am 
at a loss fora remedy.’’ —

To-Day’s Average Price Below That of 
Yesterday, Notwithstanding the Un- 
precedentedly Large Number of Buyers 
Who Intend to Build—To Be Continued.

scriptions that the original list of $5,000,000 


was padded with uncollectible subscrip- 


tions to the extent of half the sum total, 
and he asks us to print the following: 

In refutation of this charge, I beg to call 
_your attention to thé figures shown on page 9 
of the accom report of our President 
under date of March 26, showing that on the 
amount called to date on the first $5,000,000 of 
capital stock, but 8.42 per cent remained un- 
paid at that time, while $226,000 had been 
paid in in excess of requirements. Since that 
time the deficit on the first installment has 
been reduced to less than 8 per cent, and will 
be still further considerably reduced, while 
of the second instaliment, payable on the first 
day of the present month, nearly one-half 
has already been paid at this time, and the 
money is still pouring in in response to this 
call, ‘ 

There is every indication that the total def- 
leit on the whole subscription will be consid - 
erably less than 10 per cent, while the total 
amount subscribed to date insures a collection 
of at least $5,000,000 net cash. 

By referring to President GAGR’s report 
we find that the first call for 20 per cent of 
the subscriptions revealed a delinquency 
of 8.42 per cent in March, 1890. If the de- 
linquency is not increased in the subse- 
quent calls, our estimate of the amount 
uncollectible will, of course, be wrong to 

the extent of the difference between 8 per 
cent andi. Mr. SEEBERGER ventures the 
opinion that the total collection will not 
be 10 per cent less than the subscription. 

But we know of no basis for his confi- 
dence, except his statement that ‘‘nearly 
one-half’’ of the second call has been paid.

A PRINCELY “SET.” 


The baccarat case now on trial before the 
Lord Chief Justice of Great Britainisa 
picture of royalty and nobility well calcu- 
lated to make Americans more grateful to 
the rebels who rid this country forever 
of both.

the public.

Mr. Wilson's Interesting Testimony’ in 


the Baccarat Trial. 


POSITIVE DECLARATION OF SIR WM. 
GORDON-CUMMING’S CHEATING. 


Lieut. Levitt Gives Damaging Evidence 
Against His Fellow Soldier—He, Too, 
Saw Sir William Adding to His Oount- 
ers—The -Court-Room Again Crowded 
by the Aristocracy. 


LONDON, June 4.—The interest taken in this, 
the fourth day of the Tranbycroft baccarat 
scandal trial, was apparently as great as 
that manifested on previous days. Inside 
the court of justice thesame throngs were 
gathered, and a repetition of the now famil- 
lar scenes was witnessed. Outside the court 
the scenes were of a like nature. In fact the 
crowds of people assembled to see the distin- 
guished people arrive, but a heavy downpour 
ofrain Kept many of the outsiders away, 
and confpelled those who braved the 
depressing weather to keep their um- 
brellas hoisted throughout the morning. 
The Lord Chief Justice, Lord Coleridge, in 
order to try to make more rapid progress with 
the trial, by arrangement with counsel on 
both sides in the suit of Sir William Gordon- 
Cumming against Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Wil- 
son, Mr. and Mrs. Lycett Green and Mr. 
Berkeley Levett for slander, opened the court 
at 10:30a. m. instead of 11. But long before 
the opening hour the animated fashionables 
who have been in attendance throughout the 
trial were in their usual places ready for 
another day of baccarat revelations. The 
Prince of Wales, who had stayed until 
late in the morning at a state ball, 
was among the early arrivals, He 
Was greeted by the audience rising to 
their feet. He bowed pleasantly right and 
left and seated himself in the familiar red 
velvet arm-chair on the left of the Chief 
Justice. Shortly afterward Sir William Gor. 
don-Cumming,dignified and apparently confi- 
dent in spite of the general belief that the 
**celebrated case’’ was going against him, 
entered the court with his head erect, and his 
gray eyes flashing scorn in the direction of 
his enemies and took up his accustomed place 
near hiscounsel. The plaintiff is a much- 
better-looking man than his portraits, now 
in all the show-windows, make him out to be. 

His staid, soldierly features are clear and 
firm, and he has a mouth and chin which de- 
note determination, The@anxiety and worry 
which the Baronet has suffered are beginning 
to leave their traces on his face, and are 
shown in his weary look and the dark circles 
which can be plainly noticed around his 
eyes. 

SYMPATHY WITH SIR WILLIAM. 

Outside of the immediate entourage of the 
Prince of Wales anf of the Wilsons and 
their friends the ladies in court now make no 
secret of the fact that their sympathy is with 
Sir William Gordon-Cumming, though 
it is dificult for them to explain 
their reasons for this sympathy. Pos- 
sibly the fact that the Baronet’s 
strange actions at the Tranby-Croft games of 
baccarat leaked out in spite of the compact 
entered into between himself and the de- 
fendants that the affair was to be kept secret 
and the utter social ruin which awaits him if 
unsuccessful in the present suit, have much 
todo with touching the hearts of the fair 
dames and damsels present. Mr. Arthur 
Stanley Wilson, whose imperturbable, dras 
matic demeanor yesterday made him a sort 
of hero of society, was the first witness to be 
placed on the stand this morning. Mr. WII 
son’s cross-examination was thereupon con- 
tinued and commenced withalong and not 
very interesting discussion as tothe positions 
of the tables used in playing baccarat in 
September at Tranby-Croft. 

Replying to the questions of Sir Edward 
Clarke, the Solicitor-General, leading coun- 
sel for the plaintiff, Mr. Wilson, said: 

„When I gave the orders to change the 
tables after the disclosures of the first night’s 
play, Iwas ready to stake my life that Sir 
William Gordon-Cumming cheated. I and 
my mother sat down to play on the second 
night, Sept. & Believing that the chalk line 
which we marked on the table would pre- 
vent any further attempt to cheat. 

And nota word was said to the plaintiff 
a bout it?’’ asked Sir Edward Clarke, in ap- 
parent surprise. 

Certainly not,“ replied young Mr. Wilson, 
sharply. What was my word against that 
of Sir William Gordon Cumming?“ 

THE ALLEGED CHEATING. 

Continuing the witness said: On the sec- 
ond night I noticed that there was something 
wrong with Sir Wm. Gordon-Cumming 
twenty minutes after the beginning of the 
play. Lady Coventry was sitting between 
the plaintiſt and Gen. Owen Williams. I sat 
around the corner. The plaintiff did not put 
his hands over the line until he knew that his 
own side won, and then he put over a 410 
counter, making his stake £15 instead of 45. 

„Then, asked Sir Edward Clarke, why 
did you not say to Sir William Gordon - Oum- 
ming: ‘You only staked £5?’ ’’ 

To this question Mr. Wilson replied: ‘‘Be- 
cause there were ladies present and it would 
have been an ungentlemanly thing to have 
had a row before them.

Later witness had asked to be confronted 
with the plaintiff, if the latter denled his 
guilt. 

Mrs. Green, wife of the preceding witness, 
was next examined and gave substantially 
similar testimony as to the main facts. Court 
then adjourned for the day. 

ROYAL COUNTERS. 

During the cross-examination of young 
Willson it was elicited that the counters used 
were the property of the Prince of Wales. 
They were a set carried about by the 
Prince when visiting country houses. 
The fact that such was the practice of the 
Prince has been known all along, and the ac- 
tion of the prosecution in bringing the mat- 
ter up at this time is interpreted as meaning 
that the plaintiff has begun to show his 
teeth and that he is disinclined to further 
spare the Prince of Wales. It is, in fact, re- 
garded as the first disclosure of Sir Willlam's 


purpose to be revenged on the Prince for his 


part in the business. In answering the ques- 
tions by Sir Edward Olarke, which led up to 
the development in question, young 
Wilson’s manner was extremely nerv- 
ous and he flushed as he said that 
he had never before the evening of the sth 
of September used those same counters, nor 
had he ever seen them before that time. 
Witness however, admitted that he knew to 
whom the counters belonged; they were the 
property of the Prince of Wales.

Secretary Foster in New York to Make 
an Investigation. 


BANKERS WORKED UP OVER THE 4 1-2 
PER CENT BONDS EXTENSION, - 


The Amount of Interest Likely to Be 
Oftered by the Government and What 
the Bankers Expect--To-Day’s Gold 
Shipments—The Financial Situation 
Abroad. 


New Tonk, June 4.—Secretary Foster ar- 
rived in town at dusk last evening. He has 
been expected fora week or more. With him 
was his private stenographer, and the indi- 
cations are that he proposes to do some in- 
vestigating on his own account. Senator 
Calvin S. Brice was at the hotel to welcome 
him and to dine with him. 

Secretary Foster will have a busy day. The 
programme mapped out for him is a visit to 
the Sub-Treasury in Wall street, just before 
noon, — conferences with the banking peo- 
ple and others. Some misunderstanding has 
come up about the reduction of the 4% per 
cent bonds. For several weeks it has been 
understood that the Secretary favored a plan 
by which the $23,000,000 of these bonds, held 
by the banks to secure deposits, were to be 
extended from Sept. lat2 per cent interest. 
It was stated last night that the Secretary 

himself has never indicated the figures at 
which these bonds would be extended. If 
any misunderstanding has occurred, it was 
said, the bankers themselves are at fault. 
They have certainly believed all along that 
the bonds were to be extended at 2 per cent 
interest. They were surprised yesterday at 
the Secretary’s official announcement that 
some of the bonds might de ex- 
tended on the basis of 1 to 1% per 
cent interest. They were not only amazed, 
but they were grieved, and some had no 
hesitancy in saying thatthe change of base 
was dictaled at the Cabinet meeting 
discuss this matteron Monday. Some 
‘brazen enough to say that while Mr. Foster 
adhered to the original plan of extending the 
bonds held by the banks at2 percent, Presi- 
dent Harrison and others thought that 1 to 
1% per cent was sufficient. 

The Secretary will discuss this situation 
with the bankers to-day. The bankers hold- 
ing the $23,000,000 of 4s may do one of three 
things. Thefirstis an extreme proceeding 
and considered inadvisable. It is in effect 
that they should withdraw themselves as 
national depositories. The banks would lose 
prestige by such a movement, and it is not 
believed that they will adopt such a plan. 
The second is to purchase 4 per cent bonds, 
but this is not considered good policy in view 
ofthe high premium. The third thing, and 
the thing which will undoubtedly be done, is 
to hand in their bonds and to receive the rate 
of interest mentioned in the Secretary’s cir- 
cular. 

THE GOLD SHIPMENTS. 

It was also stated that Secretary Foster’s 
attention would be called tothe continued 
gold shipments. The cable news from Lon- 
don yesterday announced that thirty-two 
banks in England had joined with the Bank 
of England in making the minimum rate of 
interest 3% per cent. This rate is favorable 
toareturn of some of the gold to America 
which has been shipped in the last few 
months. With the engagements thus far this 
week the total shipments this year foot up 
$64,850,000. Henry Clews issued a proclama- 
tion yesterday in view of this situation, which 
was discussed by members of the Clearing 
House Association, Russell Sage and other 
large lenders of money. Mr. Clews points 
out that the shipment of American gold has

This, the doctor contends, shows that he 
merely spoke according as authorized by the 
rules of the church, and that people who 
choose give up useless ornamentations to 
benefit the poor, who are in hunger while 
the rich carry sufficient wealth on their 
fingers, in their ears and in their watch 
pockets to give them everything that is 
needed. Said he: 

It is a mistake to charge that I com- 
manded the members of the church to give 
up theif jewels. I merely appealed to them 
on behalf of the poor and the needy, and in

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ORIGIN OF THE CAN CAN. 


IT 16 DISTINCTLY THE FRENCH ‘NA- 
TIONAL DANCE. 


Gayety Its Fundamental Qual- 
ity—Not Necessarily Indelicate—Hard- 
ship of Learning It-—Some of Its Great- 
est Exponents— Where It Is Danced. 


Pants, May 27.—It is with a certain amount 
of dimdence that I take up my pen toen- 
deavor to retrace some portion of the history 


of the most popular of the na ces of 
Europe. This is the — te as 
distinctively: French as the rantello is 
Italian, the bolero Spanish, the jig Irish, and 
the Highlande fing Scottish. In fact jt is the 
sole dance entirely adopted by the French 
mation. The farandole, so charmingly 
described by Alphonse Daudet in his 
novel of ‘*The WNabob,’’ belongs exclu- 
sively to Provence and is unheard of in Paris, 
except when introduced into somè theatrical 


spectacle. 

But allover France the can - can is danced 
upon the stage, in public gardens and wer- 
ever professional Gancers chance to congre- 
gate. It is by no means essentially an im- 
moral exhibition. Its fundamental element 
is headlong caiety, or rather animal spirits 
carried to the extreme of recklessness. It is 
not one whit more essentially 
indecent than is the ordinary 
type of stage dancing. George Augustus 
Sala once dedicated his brilliant pen to the 
production of a paper ‘‘On Kicking Up One’s 
Heels. That title might very well be pirated 
asanexpressive oneto head an article on 
the can-can. 

The origin of this world-famous dance is 
lost in obscurity. The first mention of it oc- 
cursinthe chronicles of the reign of Louis 
XIV. Tt was then called the chanut, a 
title which is still occasionally applied to it 
now-a-days. A curious detail is that when 
that word is applied to the dance in question 
it is of the feminine gender. When 
used, as it sometimes is, to designatea great 
rumpus or uproar it becomes masculine. 
The name ‘‘can-can’’ is said to have been 
adopted because the movements of the 
dancer imitated those ofa duck, but this is 
evidently a mistake,as that waddling aquatic 
foul never on earth was known to indulge in 
the frantic kicks and whirls that chacacter- 
ize the dance in question. 

ONCE PROHIBITED. 

The Government of Louis Philippe prohib- 
ited the can-can, but it was tolerated by 
the functionaries of the Second Empire, and 
it formed the prominent attraction at the 
balls held at the Jardin Mabie. When Offen- 
bach began the production of his series of 
unrivaled operettas he incorporated into his 
principal masterpieces this maddest of mad 
dances, lending to ita new and unequaled 
vogue dy the vivacity and head-long galiety 
of the music to which he set it. Tothis hour 
it is impossible to listen to the dance melodies 
of Orphee aux Enfers or of the Grand Duchess 
without experiencing something of the crazy 
fascination that was so powerful in their first 

. The composer gave to the can-can 


tle danger of an overcrowding of the profes- 
sion. 
THE CHAHUT. 

It is now nearly sixty years since the 
chahut was revived inthe form of the can- 
can. A celebrated public dancer called Rigol- 
boche conceived the idea of parodying the 
old-fashioned quadrille so dear to the hearts 
of our grana@mothers and then the very 
height of the fashion. The prim elegance, 
the slow gliding movements, the extreme 
propriety of this dance, on which the pious 
Queen Marie Amelie smiled approvingly, 
were transformed by this audacious damsel 
into the mad whirl with which later years 
have become acquainted. kigolboche won 
fame and fortune by the introduction of this 
innovation. It is said that she studied her 
steps from an old print of La Chahut which 
then existed in the National (in those 
days the Royal) Library, and that she after- 
wards employed the balletmaster of the 
Grand Opera to reconstruct the pictured 
Gance for her. She was probably the 
most celebrated of all who 
have essayed to execute it in public. 
She finally became addicted to habits of in- 
toxication and ended her daysin a hospital. 
Other noted performers in that line were 
Rose Pompon (who took her pretty name 
from one of the characters in Eugene Sue’s 
‘*‘Wandering Jew’’), Queen Pomare, who 
died of consumption while still quite young, 
and the notorious Celeste Mogador, who 
en‘ted her career as a countess and a literary 
woman. Thenfora long time the can can 
slumbered till it was once more brought into 
vogue by Offenbach. 

GUAT DANCERS. 

It was indeed under that composer’s aus 
spices that the can-can made a brief and 
timid apparition in the United States. Tos- 
tee, who was next to Schneider the most 
gifted of the Offenbach prima donnas and 
who had been trained. by the maestro him- 
self at his little theater of the Bouffes Pari- 
siens, danced it with infinite verve and un- 
impeacnhable decency when The Grand 
Duchess“ was first produced on American 
boards. The fun and frolic of those merry 
operettas were irresistible and the can-can 
considered merely as an element in the gaiety 
speedily became popular. British burlesque 
copied and coarsened, the Parisian models, 
and the mad dance, as it was called 
when Colto executed it in her dramatization 
of Oulda’s Under Two Flags,’’ entitled 
Fire-Fly, disappeared wholly from our stage. 
Its last appearance on the regular boards 
was in Paris, last winter, In the play of 
Ma Cousine at the Varieties. Mme. Ke- 
jane, the actress who impersonated the 
heroine, took lessons for her very risky pas 
seul from Grille d’Egout herself, and created 
quite a sensation by this feature of her im- 
personation. 

NOT NECESSARILY INDELICATE. 

As I have before said, the can-can is not 
necessarily indelicate. Itis the incarnation 
of headlong animal spirits, of frenzied galety, 
of fun and frolic carried to the extreme of 
recklessness. Such was the character Offen- 
bach gave it when he introduced it into his 
best known works. But in these later days, 
it has become simply vue and vulgar. De- 
prived of the elevating influences of art, it 
has drifted tothe lowest depths of debase- 
ment. As a specimen of a national dance 
it is a curiosity. It bore at one time a 
picturesque aspect.

Everything indicates that the meeting will 
be the most successful ever held here. Never 
in the history of the club has there 
been so many thoroughbreds at 
the track as will be there this 
meeting. There will be thirteen days of 
actual racing, with five races on the card for 
each day. So many horses are here, how- 
ever, and the entries for some of the events 
will be so large that many races will unques- 
tionably have to be split, so that instead of 
five there will be six races some days. 

Of course, the Derby will be the great event 
ofthe opening day. For it Swigert’s colt 
Michael and Smith’s colt Dickerson are the 
most prominent candidates. Michael’s re- 
cent defeat at Latonia and Dickerson’s late 
@ctory there are apt to depressthe stock of 
the former and boom that of 
the latter. Dickerson’s time was 
painfully slow, but he walkedin, The colt 
outclassed the skates who were in against 
him and the race was a mere exercise gallop 
for him, and the time is no criterion of how 
fast he can go. Onthe other hand, the race 
is little criterion of how e compares with 
colts of quality. 

Besides the Derby, which is the third race 
on the card, the events for Saturday are a 
purse for 3-year-olds and upwards, one mile; 
the Ellis Wainwright purse for 2-year-olds,

BROOKLYN MEETING WINNERS. 

The most successful spring meeting ever 
held by the Brooklyn Jockey Club, which has 
just ended, shows large mouetary results to 
both winning stables and horses, says the 
New York Womp. The weather was far 
more favorable than that experienced at any 
previous meeting, and the attendance aver- 
aged large, the opening day of the meeting, 
when the Brooklyn Handicap was run, and 
the closing on Memorial Day being red letter 
dates in the history ofthe club. During the 
fourteen days of the meeting 298 horses ran in 
eiglity-six races, winning the gross amount 
of $191,200. The largest winning stable was 
that of J. A. and A. H. Morris, with $67,400. 
It furnished the leading winner among the 
horses in St. Florian, witha total of $23,325.

In Splendor and Richness of Decoration 
There ls Nothing Like It in All London. 
After a brief stay at Brighton Mrs. Mackay 

has finally given up the house she rented of 

Lady Rosslyn in Charles street, Berkeley 

Square. and has taken possession of her new 

abode in Carlton House terrace, says the 

London World. The mansion in question is 

certainly one of the most remarkable of those 

which now cover the site of Cariton House. 


It was built originally by the third Duke ot 


Leinster and the present owner of the title 
sold it shortly after his accession to Mr. G. 
H. Sanford, a millionaire, whose ambition it
